Forces and Mukden. 



Now York, Sept «. — The force of 
fCnro|>atkln and Oyama are racing for 

Mukden. This much stands out in tho 
news of Monday, and Is Indicated In a 
report forwarded by Gen. KuropatKln. 
wlio says tliat Ills retreat ia being con- 
iwtod In perfect order, thongli the 
JapaoM* on Sunday repeatedly, at- 
taokafl his rear, and continued the 
attack until Monday. Tho result of 
the race is in doubt. 

The united Russian forces arc now 
north of Yental, a station on the rail- 
way about 10 miles northeast of Llao 
Yang. They are pushing on to Muk- 
den, to which the bulk of Japanese 
forces Is marrhiiiR direct, after hav- 
ing awanned across the Taitse river. 
A strong Japanese flanking colmun is 
about 30 miles northeast of Liao Yang, 
and is trjing to get between the Rus- 
sian forces and Mukden. 

With this race in progross there 
comes a brief dispatch from Mukden, 
saying that preparations for the evacu- 
ation of that place are proceeding. 
This report, if well founded, as Is 
pointed out In St. Petersburg dis- 
patches, would mean the abandonnu nt 
of the whole southern Manchuria, and 
the wlndlnt up of tho preaent cam- 
paign. 

It was reported in St. Petersbnrc 

at a late hour Monday night, that Oen. 
Kuropatkin's rear guard had been al- 
most annihilated, and that the main 
Knsslan army was in danger of be- 
ing surrounded. 

Koropatkin, in liii report, makes no 
mention of the abandonment of 200 
gone at Liao Yang, a rumor to which 
effect Is In circulation. 

Advices from Port Arthur, by way 
' of Chee Foo, brings the fighting there 
up to September 2, and fay the Japa- 
ne^ leases were very heavy. 

m. Petersburg, Sept. 6. — The Rns- 
slon losses durltiK the fighting at Liao 
Yang are estimated at 16,000. There 
is no doubt here that a numbt r of 
guna, especially siege artillery, have 
Ibeen abandoned. 

London, Sept. 6. — The race of Oen. 
Knropatkin for Mukden enthralls the 
British press and public, and military 
^nd other critics scarcely dare ven- 
ture a definite surmise as to the re- 
•ult. The best opinion inclines to the 
belief that kuropatMn will get through 
with a respectable remnant of his 
great army, thus robbing the Japanese 
of the complete fruits of their victory, 
but it is rumored that the Russians 
win not be out of the woods for sev; 
era! days. 

The latest report Is that Oen. Kuro 
patkin is once more in danger of b* 
Ing cut off, and it is believed here tc 
be likely that this report will be re- 
peated several times before the Issue 
of the sanguinary struggle is decided 
English military critics base suet 
opinions as they have upon the tre 
mendouR lopopraphiral difflrulties 
(ien.

The plans of neither commander 
have been divulged, but the problem 
niaUes plain to military strat»'gists the 
course that will be followed In all 
likelihood. Every regiment to partici- 
pate In the maneuvers was in its place 
shortly after noon Monday. Outposts 
duty, regimental and brigade drills 
have been inspected, and all the final 
arrangements made for leaving camp 
for the battle, which Is to continue 
until 8 o'clock Wednesday afternoon, 
with a truce from S o'clock Tuesday 
afternoon until midnight. While the 
armies were preparing for their con- 
test Monday night in maneuver camps 
No. 1 and No. 2, corps headquarters 
presented a scene quite in contrast to 
waiTare. Oen. Corbin aad his distin- 
guished guests gathered in the mess 
tent for dinner at 7 o'clock, and the 
function was prolonged until 9 o'clock, 
while speeches In response to toasts 
were made. A toast to the president 
was drunk standing, a toast to Spsin 
was responded to by Col. Monteverde, 
the Spanish military attache, who Is an 
observer of the maneuvers. Col. Has- 
popofT, the Russian observer, raised 
his glass to the president. 

Considerable feeling developed to- 
day at Oen. Grant's camp at Manassas 
between soldiers of the First South 
Carolina infantry, the First Texas In- 
fantry and the First dt'orgia infantry 
on the one hand, and a colored Con- 
necticut regiment. Many of the south- 
em soldiers have declined to salute 
negro officers. 

It was discovered Mon<lay, although 
it ifi fair to say not in this connection, 
that in spite of precautionary meas- 
ures taken, ball cartridges have been 
brought into the two big camps. A rigid 
lnspecti(» was ordered Monday night, 
and the belt of every soldier will be 
Inspected before the companies go 
into action.

day. The independent teamsters, who 
are not affiliated with the local fed- 
eration of labor, were assigned to a 
place in the parade. At the head of 
their column was the F>)rt Wayne 
military band, which Is not afTili:ited 
with the musicians' union. The union 
men refused to march until the non« 
union band was ordered out of the 
parade, i pon the request of the grand 
marshal, a squad of police escorted 
the musicians out of the line, amid the 
strenuoiis objections on the part of 
the teamsters. The counsel of cooler 
heads prevailed against serious trou- 
ble, which was anticipated.

The new game law prohibits the sale 
of partridgee, quail, wild, turkeys, pheas- 
ants and similar game killed in Ken- 
tucky. A hunter may kill game, but be 
must carry it home himself and use it on 
his own table. The parohaso or sale is 
prohibited, and the railroads are com- 
manded not to receive game for ship- 
ment, under penalty of a fine. A warden 
will be named by each County Judge in 
tbe State to enforce the laws, and for 
compensation will receive all of the fines 
collected except the part that goee to 
other officers of the coarte. The warden 
has the power of arrest, and as his pay 
will depend upon his industry, be will 
ubuaily be found rigidly enforcing tbe 

law.
